attend junior college this semester 
» were today looking forward to Fri- 
day, Sept. 23, when Santa Ana 
t voters will decide whether or not 
the college should have a new 
campus. Success of the $385,000 
bond issue, which requires a two- 
thirds majority to pass, will assure 
jaysee of securing the new plant 
that has been in demand here for 
_ séveral years. 

The Santa Ana Journal, staunch 
pooster for the college, is conduct- 
ing an extensive editorial cam- 
paign at the present time in favor 
of the measure. Many prominent 
Santa Anans are among those ac- 
tively supporting the proposal. 

If voters endorse the bond issue, 
> the federal government stands 
ready to donate another $315,000 
toward the project which will place 
the tota! cost of the new campus 
at $700,000. This will provide ade- 
quate facilities to accommodate 
1500 students including a modern 
- administration building, library, 
gymnasium, commerce and home 
economics unit, shop building, and 
two science units. 

FAVOR ELECTION 

Definite steps to secure the new 
campus were taken by the board of 
education several weeks ago fol- 
lowing a public meeting held at 
the City hall. Local citizens gave 
‘their approval at that time and 
urged that immediate action be 
taken to secure the $315,000 gov- 
ernment appropriation which will 
save Santa Ana taxpayers 45 per 
cent of the total cost of the plant.
